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The Rabbi the Reds Hate Most!

The reds, of course, have good 
reason to hate Rabbi Benjamin 
Schultz. As executive director of 
the American Jewish League Against 
Communism, he wages a no-holds- 
barred war against them in the reli- 
gious community. As coordinator of 
t he Joint Committee Against Co m- 
munism in JNew Y.ork , he directs 
patriotic and veterans^ groups in a 
relentless struggle against Reds i n 
schools and entertainmen t. 

No issue is too small for the Rabbi. 
One day he may be concerned with 
Red control of a small labor union. 
Next day he may be testifying be- 
fore Congress on vital legislation. 
His is a constant shirtsleeve battle, 
one in which he Jakes as well as 
gives. Sometimes the going is rough. 

The anti-Schultz vendetta hit a 
new low, probably, when the scan- 
dal-mongering New York Post tem- 
porarily strayed off the sex beat to 
publish an error-ridden series, "The 
Strange Case of Rabbi Schultz." 

So disrespectful was the series that 
one Post staffer felt it necessary to 
speak out. Columnist Murray 
Kempton telephoned .the Rabbi,- "I 
82 



want you to know I had nothing 
to do with that series." 

The Rabbi is constantly exposing 
Red efforts to ensnare Jews, as dur- 
ing the Rosenberg case. Several 
Rabbis then had made speeches urg- 
ing commutation of the death sen- 
tences of the atomic spies. 

"When folks who never opposed 
a death penalty oppose it for the 
Rosenbergs," commented the Rabbi 
at the time, "they are the innocent 
victims of Communist propaganda." 

And, long before the reality of 
Soviet anti-Semitism awakened the 
world's horror, the Rabbi was seek- 
ing to alert the world. In contact 
with anti-Communist Jews in Israel, 
England and France, the Rabbi ob- 
tained such information as the fact 
that more than three million Jews 
had vanished in Russia during World 
War II. 

For these efforts, the Rabbi has 
won numerous awards including the 
highest which could be bestowed by 
the Sons of the American Revolt 
tion and an annual Americanism 
Award from the American Legion. 

But at times the Rabbi gets dis- 
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eouraiged. He wonders whether, in 
ct^fi<^o£anti-and<^Mnmunisthys- 
teria, his "puny" efforts do any 
Cgood. 

One reason for his occasional dis- 
couragements are the barbs directed 
Tat -him. by responsible organizations 
[ which "take the un-American, un- 
reasonable position I have no right 
f to my opinions." 

He referred to the incredible reso- 
I lution of the National Community 
[Relations Advisory Council which 
[consists of ardent anti-Red groups 
{like the Jewish Labor Committee 
[and some not so ardent like the 
{American Jewish Congress. 

The resolution asserted that "the 
[overwhelming majority of Jews" 
[consider the Rabbi's activities "irre- 
tsponsible . . . and improper, if not 
|reprehensible." 

: How the NCRAC reached "this 
{conclusion was not stated. No vote 
lamong Jews ever was taken. 

The inch edible attentions paid 
the Rabbi would indicate his 
critics actually believe his is a huge 
operation, directed from plush of- 
fices, staffed by fanatical Red-bait- 
ers, ever searching for innocent 
liberals to persecute. 

Actually, the Rabbi operates out 
of modest quarters at 220 West 42nd 
Street. .His staff consists of one 
cheerful lady answering to the name 
of "Lottie" — his wife. Mrs. Schultz.; 
tries hard to ride herd on t^g^ri^" 
desk collection of ^th^^lto; read 1 ' 
which keeps growing like Topsy. "A 



recent. Visitor was amused to note 
that magazines on the desk were 
over a year old; "Well," said the 
Rabbi, 'Til get around to them 
soon." Mrs; Schultz thought other- 
wise. One reason was the never-end- 
ing telephone calls. 

One call was from Queens. A 
problem had arisen in a PTA. Would 
the Rabbi come out to speak? It 
didn't look possible. The caller per- 
sisted. The matter was urgent. The 
Rabbi again consulted his date book. 
Perhaps he - could rearrange his 
speakmg^schedule. 

Again the phone rang. This time 
a lady told of how Left-wingers were 
attempting to ram through a reso- 
lution in a local group without de- 
bate. Yes, the Rabbi would see her. 

Another call. Did the Rabbi know 
anything about -a certain lecturer? 

And so went part of a day in the 
life of the anttCommunist Rabbi. 
Unassisted, but for "Lottie," he 
somehow manages to do the work 
of a dozen men. And, what with the 
Rabbi frequently letting out a lusty 
"L-O-T-T-I-E" to obtain material 
only she could possibly locate, Mrs. 
Schultz manages to be file clerk, 
secretary, receptionist, switchboard 
operator, researcher, typist, press 
agent and confidante — all rolled 
into one incredibly patient person. 

The American Jewish League is 
not a large organization. It has sev- 
eral thousand "members in twenj^v 
two states. West Coast activities ^ri 
handled by Rabbi Max Merritt and 
screenwriter Morrie Ryskind. 
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. Perhaps one reason for the League's 
impact is the fact that George 
Sokolsky, as president, heads a board 
consisting of such luminaries as Eu- 
gene Lyons, Lawrence Fertig, Roy. 
Cohn, Benjamin Gitlow, Nathan 
Shapiro and Morrie Ryskind. 

Another reason for the League's 
effectiveness is that the Rabbi makes 
every dollar count* He operates on 
such a tight budget that, to save a 
few hard-to-get dollars, he has on 
occasion traveled by coach rather 
than Pullman. Yet, he'refuses to ask 
payment for his many speeches. 

That his is a fight not calculated 
to win friends, say, at the New 
York Times, still surprises him. The 
Times, of course, looks down its 
nose at the Rabbi, . haughtily de- 
scribing him as "a frequent figure in 
varied disputes." 

Which he ha* been ever since late 
1947 when he wrote three articles 
on Reds in religion. Looking back, 
it seems incredible these New York 
World-Telegram pieces could touch 
off a storm which, eight years later, 
still , rages. The articles, if published 
today, would seem old stuff to dev- 
otees of Red tactics. 

In 1947, they were anything but, 
telling how Red agents posed as 
Protestant ministers and how Jews 
and Catholics were lured into Red 
projects. 

Only a brief reference was made 
to the late Stephen S. Wise, a Rabbi 
who thought it desirable to join 
with Commies for mutual ends. 



Rabbi Schultz was much too kind 
with his former teacher. Dr. Wise, 
the previous year, had been called 
"Chief Rabbi of Our Communists" 
in the world's largest Yiddish news- 
paper. 

Dr. Wise had ignored this attack 
in the Jewish Daily Forward. He did 
not ignore the World-Telegram, call- 
ing Rabbi Schultz "a probably prof- 
iteering Communist-baiter" — what- 
ever that means — "unworthy'to be 
even a member, not to say a Rabbi, 
of a Jewish congregation."^ 

This intemperate personal attack, 
coming from a titan of Reform 
Judaism, immediately had reper- 
cussions at the Yonkers synagogue 
where Rabbi Schultz had served for 
twelve years. 

Although, as even the New York 
Post concedes, the Rabbi was "re- 
spected and admired by the congre- 
gation as a whole," the trustees 
were of different mind. They con- 
■ demned the World-Telegram articles 
as "using the smear technique en- 
tirely inappropriate for a Rabbi." 
That everything he had written was 
true is not as important as the fact, 
as the Rabbi then pointed out, he 
had been condemned "without in- 
vestigation or a hearing." 

But he was not without defend- 
ers. American Legion Commander 
James O'Neill praised his "public- 
spirited journalism." The Bridge- 
port Post said the trustees "ought to 
be proud to have as spiritual leader a 
man of such rare courage as Rabbi 
Schultz." And the Jewish Daily For- 
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warf said the -disputed articles had 
bought ''lienor and prestige" to 
Te&ple Emanu-EL 

, And. George Sokoli&y appeared- 
persprtally before the trustees to ar- 
giie the Ralfbi's case. But 4& naugkt. 
** Unable to force his ouster by 
vote, the trustees boycotted his 
services, leaving the Rabbi no al- 
ternative but to resign. 
, Resigning a pulpit was not easy. 
Deciding what to do next was even 
tougher. Rabbi Schultz could not 
then have known his future was be- 
ing mapped out in New York. 

There,- in Eugene Lyons 1 apart- 
ment, Jewish anti-Communists in- 
cluding Isaac Den Levihe, Ralph de 
Toledano, the late Ben Stolberg and 
many now on the Rabbi's board, 
decided, after long discussion, .the 
time had come for a Jewish organi- 
zation to fight Communism as 
zealously as liberals fight anti-Com- 
munists. 

In March 4948, announcement 
was made of the formation of the 
American Jewish* League with the 
Rabbi as executive director. 

rr recent years, the Rabbi frankly 
concedes, the fci anti-Communist 
cause has suffered severe blows. He 
has seen staunch anti-Communists 
throw in the towel. Congressional 
investigations have largely been 
halted. 

"But," he says, "we haven't lost 
the fight. We can't lose. God is on 
our side." 

On June 2, 1955, Rabbr Schultz 



opened the session o t f the United 
States Senate with a prayer. It was 
the proudest moment of his life. 
The prayer' was so unusual- it was 
picked up by the United Press. In 
part, it reads:' 

There is no compromise with the 
right. . . . Preserve us from godless 
cynicism in the dress of diplomacy. 
.They cry peace, peace, but there is no 
» peace. No peace for us while men cry 
out under the whip of the oppres- 
sor. No calm for mankind while one- 
third of earth cowers in terror. . . . 

Another proud moment in his life 
took place recently at a testimonial 
dinner in his honor. Joe McCarthy 
delivered the main speech. Said" 
Joe: 

"Ben Schultz has managed to ex- 
pose the malicious myth that per- 
sons of the Jewish faith have some- 
thing in common with Communists. 
This wicked falsehood has been 
ruthlessly exploited by the Com- 
munists for their own ends." 

Then, as "Lottie" wiped away a 
tear, the Rabbi stood up, his fa- 
miliar stocky figure bedecked in a 
dinner jacket. It was difficult for 
him to speak. As his old friends and 
anti-Communist . associates looked 
on, the Rabbi declared: 

\T stand here, the son of immi- 
grants, the recipient of the highest 
honor of the Sons of the American 
Revolution. I am not worthy of it, 
but I appreciate the gesture. It only 
shows that this is a wonderful coun- 
try for all who come to its shores 
and play fair with it."
